I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  helpful  consideration 
and  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  Bablic  Health;  and 
also  the  Officers  of  tlie  Council  for  thoir  help  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  Health  Department, 

Iho  housing  problem  is  still  a 
very  serious  matter,  A large  percentage  of  the  existing 
houses,  particularly  in  the  Cefn  Coed  area,  are  occupied  by 
more  than  one  family,  and  there  are  a large  number  of  sub- 
standard houses  Vihich  should  be  considered  for  demolition 
action  vjhen  conditions  pemit. 

The  Council  is  energetically 
pressing  on  v/ith  the  building  of  now  houses;  tho  chiof 
difficulties  being  tho  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and 
building  materials,  Uie  number  of  post-war  houses  erected 
in  tho  area  to  tlic  end  of  1952  is  351,  of  those,  39  wore 
erected  during  1952,  Tho  number  under  conatiuction  at  tlio 
end  of  tho  yoar  being  26, 


Uio  factories  and  coal-mines  of 
the  adjoining  County  of  (Glamorgan  absorb  the  majority  of  our 
v/oik-pooplo,  but  a number  are  onployed  in  factories  or  wori;- 
places  within  tho  boundaries  of  this  Rural  District,  The 
vrork-peoplo  in  tho  more  agricultural  part  of  tho  District 
are  mainly  employed  in  farming,  forestry  or  quarrying. 
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Iho  health  of  tlic  District 

during  the  year  has,  on  tiio  v^ole,  boon  {pod.  No  out- 
breaks of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified  and  there  has 
also  been  an  absonco  of  any  serious  outbfccaks  of  infoctious 
diseases,  Ihe  majority  of  doa.ths  during  the  year  vrcre  again 
in  the  hx/fior  ago  groups. 


1!io  incidence  of  Pulmonary
